Often they 
satisfy themselves with giving the 
n atter into the hands of others, with 
the single request that such a burial 
is to begiven as custom demands. It 
needs, therefore, ‘hat custom be wisely 
regulated. After a thoughful consid- 
eration of the -eforms needed and prac- 
ticable, the ministers advise that, in 
precuring coffins, carriages, etc., sim- 
plicity and utility be chiefly regarded, 
suggesting that display on such occa- 
sions belongs to Paganism rather than 
to Christianity. 

The reform of most immediate value 
whioa they suggest is that the duty of 
attendance on the part of the public at 
funerals should be universally consid- 
ered as ended when the religious ser- 
vice is concluded at the church or res- 
idence of deceased; that the progress 
to the cemetery and the interment 
should be private; that the family pro- 
vide no carriages, except for private 
use; and they add that wealthy chris- 
tian men will readily practice this self- 
denial when they are assured that the 
keen and pressicg wants of widows or 
orphans plead for this alleviation. 

The munisters call attention to one 
other desirable change. It often occurs 
that the fond desire of friends to obtain 
the latest possible sight of their dead 
prevents the permanent fastening of 
the coffin lid until after the close of the 
religious service, when a spice is given 
for those who may wish to approach 
the corpse for ‘a last look. For two 
reasons they recommend the abolition 
of this practice: Firat, medical science 
suggests numberless dangers as attend 
ant upon the presence of exposed dead 
bodies in crow.led rooms. Secondly, 
their own hearts indicate to ther that 
the preferabie time for this last look is 
before the assembling of the people 
who wait upon the funeral service 
They would affectionately suggest, 
therefore, that in all cases the collin be 
closed before the servic , and that the 
body be not detained for wh t 
oftea becomes not only a trying but a 
dangerous tax upon the already over- 
strained nerves of sorrowing families.

Therea.e only two mechanical processes 
oi clearing water, viz: settling or subsiding, and 
filtratioa. The firstof these processes is of a 
negative character, consisting simply in letting 
the water remaia for a considerable period in 
an nndisturbed condition. It is well known that 
ifa quantity of water having particles of any 
foreign matter of .greater specific quality than 
water floating or diffused within it, be allowed 
to continue in a quiescent state for a sufficient 
length of time, these particles will subside 
to the bottomof the water which is thus left 
comparatively clear and Jimpid. Such reser- 
voirs are termed subsiding or settling reservoirs 
Filtration need not be discussed here. 

The precedents for the flood-water escape are 
numerous; I will mention onlyone: Demprey 
says. ‘‘the East London Water company,” which 
draws the water from the river Lea, near Lea 
bridge, and supplies the eastern part of the me 
tropolis and suburbs, has 20 acres of settling 
reservoirs. The arrangement is this: The wa- 
ter is introduced through & Ca- 
nal two miles long, intoa wide canal 
Or small _ reservior at the end of 
which there are two sets of gates, each of which 
opens a communication with a seyarate reser- 
voir. The water is admitted into both of these 
reservoirs, but drawn from only one of them at 
atime, the other remaining ciosed. Thus the 
water remains for one day in each reservoir al- 
ternately, while ia time of floods it may be shut 
off altogether from these reseryoirs for four or 
fivedays. This brings m2 to the discussion of 
the details and costs of the floodwater cut off

The Vagrant Giri ‘Sallie’ and “ Or- 
phans’ Homes.” 

Editors Constitution : Will you do me and the 
public, especially tue orphan, the kindness to 
allow me space in THE CoNsTITUTION fer a brief 
article on the subjecis above indicated ? 

I have for years, as some of you know, been 
laboring for the care and well being of the or- 
phans of this country, and, in fact the weal of 
that untortuuate class, not only in Georgia, but 
wherever the religion of Jesus Christ has been 
introduced. I was ictensely interested in the 
several articles of your reporter last week, in 
which he brought out the case of the unfortu- 
nate girl, and especiall» his account of her 
release. Weil doue for him, for the judge and 
solicitor, and the governor, who so much like 
himself, paidoue i and ordered the release of the 
singuiar victim of orphanage and law. Itis 
not within the range of my province 
just now to arraign the law or its 
makers under which 4 homeless 
helpless white girl was arrested and sentenced to 
twelve months confinement and work in the 
chain gang, the inevitabilities of which were not 
oOuly the deepe-t degradation, but association 
with the depraved, the bachanaijian, and the 
very lowest claes of negr: convicts Still. I 
caunot but ask, is this an aet of the honored old 
state? Is this a fair sample of her 
care of her helpless, exposed and dependent 
orphans? This cannot be the voice of Georgia

Thecrops of wheat and oats look well through- 
out the state and promise a bountiful yield. 

The use o commercial fertilizers in thie stste 
lengthens the season for cotion at least three 
weeks; and the dryness of the weather haa been 
favo:ablefor work, and has kept the cotton crop 
out of the grass. With everything favorable from 
this time out, and with a reasonable iaie frost, a 
fair crop of cotton may still be made, but under 
no circumstances can a full crop be ex>ected. 

The outlook, according to tne informstion we 
have obtained is not particularly bright, but we 
may hope th t abandant crops of wheat and oats 
will largely compensate for aii deficiency in corn, 
aud that higher prices for cotton will, in a large 
measure, make up for the smaliness of th: crop
